The an- 
ribuncement of the appointments were made by President Roosevelt on 
October 3ist, and it.is the presumption that the commission* were made, 
out and started on. their journey at once. This would allow ample tun? 
for the commissions to %& here on this week's steamer and the inau- 
guration of Governor Carter could take place early next week. Gov. 
Dole will take his place as Federal judge immediately and the business 
of the United State* court.will then be renewed..

WASHINGTON, Oct 
33.—Commissioner: General Sargent repeats 


in his annual report made public today Ms warning which he gave so vigorously 
in the columns'of ."The Press" three months ago that immigration under present 
conditfons is a peril to this country. He declares that the smallest part of the 
duly to be discharge^ in handling alien immigrants is that now provided {or 
by law. The'conditions under which nearly 1,000,000 aliens 'come to America 
annually demand, in his opinion, remedy through national legislation^ 


One of the most important questions is the distribution of this throng of im- 


migrants so as to prevent! the'creation and augmentation of alien communities ht 
oar great cities. Such colonies, he declares, are a menace to tife "physical, 
social, moral and political security of the country." He annas them as hotbeds 
"for the propagation and growth c^'those false ideas of political and penooal 
freedom whose germs hare been vitalized by ages of oppression under oaeqaal 
and partial Uws which find their fin* concrete ejcprttsion m resjjtance to con- 
stituted authority, eren occasionally in the acusmuttfoa of the lawful agents oC 
that authority."
